Marc T. Nielsen, National President, A.I.D. 


As reported in the March InreRIoR Desicn, the 24th 
Annual Conference of the A.I.D. was held aboard the 
T.S.S. Olympia, and was followed by a five-weeks tour 
of Portugal. Italy, France and England. New A.I.D. 
Officers, elected during the Conference, have been an- 
nounced as follows: President, Mare T. Nielsen, Chicago: 
Chairman of the Board, H. Clifford Burroughes, New 
Canaan (re-elected); First Vice-President, A. Ralph 
Anthony, Boston; Second Vice-President, Karl Lengfeld, 
San Francisco; Third Vice-President, Mary E. Dunn, 
New York: Secretary, Lyman W. Cleveland, Philadel- 
phia; Treasurer. J. H. Leroy Chambers, Baltimore; and 
Assistant Secretary-Treasurer. Kathryn L. Clawson, 
Dallas. 

In his statement of acceptance of the Office of Presi- 
dent, Mr. Nielsen made the following statement: 

“I am pleased with the honor of being the eleventh 
president of the American Institute of Decorators. It is 
my challenge to carry on the work of my predecessors in 
office, and help to broaden the base of the professional 
standards upon which the A.I.D. was founded, for 
through the efforts of the A.I.D. every member’s prestige 
has been enhanced. 

“To me the A.I.D. is on the threshold of great achieve- 
ments. In the minds of the public the interior decorator 
is still associated with residential work when in reality 
the nonresidential field may even now be greater in 
dollar volume. Business men and management realize 
the value of the interior decorators’ services in the suc- 
cessful operation of public services, whether it be a 
private office, restaurant, club or hotel or bank. Schools 
and colleges no longer have the institutional look, due 
to the humanizing quality inherent in the interior deco- 
rator’s services. and hospitals also recognize the thera- 
peutic value of the color and design-plus offered by the 


interior decorator.

“The currently running National Restaurant Associa- 
tion Show in Chicago is evidence of the direction that the 
interiors of restaurants wiil be following in the years to 
come. I am particularly proud of the interiors executed 
by the Illinois Chapter, Mid-West Chapter, and Michigan 
and Indiana. 

“The A.I.D. has been strong in the field of education. 
It has been the real impetus back of our growth, and we 
hope to increase its impact not alone on the student but 
upon the American public itself. We hope to enlarge 
upon our student program and make provisions for 
graduate students to enter the field of interior design 
and decoration with greater ease than it has been possible 
in the past. 

“Finally, our membership should be increased without 
in any way compromising on the qualifications for mem- 
bership in the A.I.D.” 

Editor’s Note: Marc. T. Nielsen, newly elected Presi- 
dent of the American Institute of Decorators, received 
his formal education in Omaha, Nebraska; his technical 
education in art and interior design was received at the 
Omaha Conservatories of Music and Art, where he also 
studied music and drama. He has devoted his entire time 
to interior decorating and has had his own business in 
Chicago for many years. While his work as a decorator 
is mostly residential, some notable successes have been 
made in private clubs, among which are the South Shore. 
and the Olympia Fields Country Clubs in Chicago, and 
the Woodmar Country Club, of Woodmar, Indiana. 

Mr. Nielsen will be remembered as designer and co- 
ordinator of the A.I.D. Exhibition, At Home in America 
1954, which included for the first time eighteen A.I.D. 
Chapter designed rooms and many other exhibits. He is 
a charter member of the A.I.D. and has served his Chap- 
ter (Illinois) as President; he also spent six years on the 
National Board, where for three years he was Chairman. 
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—in a decorative scheme which uses twin prints, in two weights, 
for an inspired window treatment. Full, sheer batiste for daytime 
glass curtains—clean unglazed cotton with its matching print for draw 
draperies —and night or day, a room remains in the character you 
set for it.

A PROGRESS REPORT TO SUBSCRIBERS 


INTERIOR DESIGN JUNE 1955 


We have always published INTERIOR DESIGN with the thought upper- 
most that each subscriber has a vested interest ir the magazine. Under 
the circumstances it seems natural to devote the space this month to 
a short progress report, and a restatement of the aims and philosophy 
behind its publishing. 

Since its founding in 1932, the objective has been—then and now— 
to help interior decorators as individuals in their daily jobs of creating 
fine interiors, and to help them develop collectively on a high-pro- 
fessional plane. We hope that in some measure INTERIOR DESIGN has 
contributed to this end. 

The magazine itself has meanwhile grown within the framework of 
the interior decorating profession. We have carefully avoided catering 
to allied professional groups—such as the architects or industrial de- 
signers—which are served by their own fine professional magazines. 
As a result of this policy, INTERIOR DESIGN has the largest interior 
decorator circulation of any magazine published. 

For the first five months of this year the advertisements of more 
manufacturers, jobbers and importers have appeared in INTERIOR 
DESIGN than in any other magazine. This, of course, is important to 
the publishers. But it is also of great importance to you—because it 
means that in INTERIOR DESIGN you can find more sources of supply 
than in any other magazine. 

INTERIOR DESIGN, in its October 1954 issue, was the first to spotlight 
the importance of the non-residential, or contract, field of decorating. 
The policy now is to publish two such issues each year, the first this 
year having been the April issue. The next one will be in October. It is 
our conviction that all successful non-residential work must have a 
livable, residential flavor, and that business management will be draw- 
ing the design talent for non-residential interior design from the great 
reservoir of residential talent. 

In this connection, when you have examples of your work photo- 
graphed you should make every effort to get good photographs of your 
work, not only for your own records but for the publicity value to 


you and your firm. 
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Contemporary Styling at Palm Springs 


High ceilings and window walls convey air 
of spaciousness in large living room, its 
cheer induced by stone chimneybreast, spe-

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Why the contemporary style is one of the most vigorous develop- 
ments in interior design today is that it is so very adaptable to the 
various sections of the country and to their respective climate differ- 
ences. It also represents a complete development of its own within 
itself, without reference to any stylistic influences of the past. In Cali- 
fornia, where it is spontaneous, design in the contemporary manner 
is not so important from the style viewpoint as charm, which becomes 
the desirable thing. 

California’s chief contribution to the contemporary style is a gay and 
casual informality, and nothing will attest to this fact more emphatically 
than the attractive house shown herewith, owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
DeWare and situated on the grounds of the Thunderbird Ranch and 
Country Club in Palm Springs. It is a desert house, and consequently 
presented to the interior designers, Peterson Studios, Inc., of Santa 
Barbara, some problems peculiarly its own that were most interesting 
in their solution. 

The house is large and set within a spacious plan to meet the hos- 
pitable requirements of the owners, but by capable planning it manages 
to achieve all the charm of a house much smaller in appearance than 
its actual plan area would indicate. The exterior is deep violet purple. 
with shell pink trim, and the gravel and stone roof is also crushed pink 
stone; surrounding walls of the property are pink, matching the trim. 
which tend to unify the decorative exterior treatment of a colorful 
house ideally suited to the geographical requirements and weather 
conditions of its desert locality. More color is seen on the terrace, with 
swimming pool lined with turquoise tile, and white umbrellas around 
the edge lined with matching turquoise fabric. 

In California there is a simple delight in living on porches and 
terraces, and the possibilities in that direction have not been overlooked 
for this house. There is a spacious terrace surrounding a large swim- 
ming pool set in the middle, with accommodations for dining, for 
gaming or simply lazing with a book, or affording a cool retreat for 
entertaining fifty or more guests with ease. The terrace, with modern 


trellis roof open to the sky affording interesting shadows on the floor, 
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{nother view of living room showing selec- 
tivity of specially designed furniture, Ray- 
mor floor lamp, and convenience of down 
lights and air conditioning outlet in dropped 
portion of ceiling; curtained window walls 
temper outside glare, represent most im- 


portant source of color in room. 


is furnished with black wrought iron furniture, the tables with white 


marble tops. The floor here is hand-troweled in a shell pattern stained 
black, with dividing strips of redwood laid in the floor—to break the 
monotony of so great an expanse—bleached to a driftwood color. 

The interior designing continues the theme of the house, the family 
remaining in the foreground, with the house as their background for 
living. -Indeed the interiors throughout represent a compelling pre- 
sentation with furnishings assembled in a masterly manner involving 
special designing of furniture and fabrics. The over-all effect is one of 
hospitality, light and free with access to the outdoors always visible 
through the large sheets of glass in window walls and doors. In most 
cases the wood used was oak, pickled and finished in a natural bleached 
driftwood color; wood paneling, wherever used, was also finished in 
the same manner so as to give uniformity of color throughout. 

The plaster walls in the living room are blue-green, cool as cool, and 


they are complemented by the colorful draperies specially printed in

purple, blue, green and white on pale chartreuse background: the case- 
ment curtains were handwoven to order. The floor covering is lavender 
purple, complementing the draperies. Pleasing accents appear in such 
items as a brass floor lamp with shade of natural wood strips, woven 
with white chenille and brass. For a pleasing contrast in the decorative 
scheme, the upholstery fabrics in most cases are of a heavy white 
texture. 

4 word here should be added about the notable designing done on 
the furniture throughout by the interior designer. The pieces have an 
air of elegance that bespeaks the kind of living done in this delightful 
house, and what aspect of the idea is not made apparent by the designs 
of the pieces themselves is conveyed by the fine finishes, form of con- 
siruction and the quality of such things as hardware, etc., in each 
instance. This is evident, whether an item combines wood with iron, 
plastic, glass or fabric, and it will be observed that “ornament” in any 
case is kept to such things as bution-tufting, welting and brass ferrules. 

Actual “decorating” has been kept to the absolute minimum through- 
out, only furnishings necessary to the comfort and activities of the 
owners being used with accessories kept few in number. The result is 
a delightful interior with a refreshing air of spaciousness in keeping 
with the architecture, the stone exterior of the house, for example, 
repeated indoors at the fireplaces. Recessed lighting, air conditioning 
and selectivity of color in the various decorative schemes, as well as 


materials such as natural stone, grained woods and textured fabrics, add 


to the lightness and informality throughout.

In the Contemporary Manner 







Enthusiasm for contemporary styling in interior design 
grows apace. In no other styling of interiors since the 
early 19th century, except perhaps the Victorian, has 
development and widespread public interest been more 
sharply reflected. Indeed within the past decade this 
sector of interior design has been revolutionized. What 
makes it so popular is the fact that stylistic categories 
of furniture and the historical periods of interior design 
are of secondary interest. Rather it is with the skilful 
inventiveness of their own fashioning that interior de- 
signers are concerned today, and it is this fact which 
makes such irresistible appeal. With singleness of pur- 
pose designers have set themselves to get at the funda- 
mentals of design, and this they have accomplished 
through new furniture forms and new arrangements of 
these fé¥ms in the interior, and in new combinations 
of color, the two contributing factors being the wide 
scale improvement in architecture and the life instilled 
in the new designs through a succession of technical 
innovations in fabrics, floor coverings and wall coverings. 

Impressive evidence of the popularity of the contem- 
porary style is evidenced by the charming little house 
shown here, recently completed by Interior Designers 
Shaw and Draper, of New York, for a ranch-type house 
in Lawrence, Long Island. 

Decorative interest in the living room is established 
by an unusual background for a select grouping of fur- 


niture: three walls are painted deep chamois yellow,

\ curved sectional sofa, stationed at one side of the 
fireplace near the window wall, is upholstered in a purple 
and black textured fabric, and holds pillows covered in 
gold, red and pink silk. Set together before the sofa is 
a pair of cocktail tables in black lacquer with white 
marble tops. and at one end of the sofa is another table. 
in fruitwood finish, holding a modern brass lamp with 
white shade. Opposite the sofa is a pair of upholstered 
chairs, flanking a wall table, both chairs in a tweedy 
black and white fabric. Other items of furniture here 
include two ottomans, built to the floor and upholstered

surely as it must reflect the client’s person- 
ality and business: it must say what the 
client wants to say. Having settled this 
important matter of identifying the in- 
terior with the client’s business, the in- 
terior designer can then use his profes- 
sional techniques for the most effective 
visual. efficient and livable interior. 

Both the capability and the professional 
reputation of the interior designer for 
creating beauty in office surroundings are 
enhanced by the excellent examples pic- 
tured in the accompanying pages. More 
developed in detail than the usual interior 


designing assignment for an office and 


wider in scope in its artistic development. 


the example is one of the best of its kind 
to appear in some time. Mrs. Dick’s style 
is sure and stirring artistically, and 
through it she has succeeded, with furni- 
ture. paint. fabrics, floor coverings and 
wallpapers. in completely transforming the 
familiar commercial areas of a typical New 
York office floor without recourse to the 
dramatic. The result, naturally after the 
expenditure of so much effort and design- 
ing ability. is that she has succeeded in 
making one view interiors with consider- 
able interest that might otherwise have 
never been more than glanced at.

‘The decoration of a place of worship should, perhaps more than 
any other type of installation, relate to the architecture of the church 
or synagogue, the community in which it stands and, in general, to 
the congregation which attends. The interior of a white-steepled 
church in New England will be decorated quite differently from that 
of a contemporary California church with an architectural interior 
of redwood, even though both churches may be of the same faith. 
A design of lovebirds on damask, copied from an early 16th century 
fabric, was recently used in the North Christ Church in Boston. 
The same fabric, however, would be entirely wrong in a synagogue. 
Many modern textures or simple-patterned fabrics of traditional 
derivation, on the other hand, could be used in most religious set- 
tings, modern or traditional. Traditional ornamental lighting fix- 
tures of iron and bronze create a cathedral atmosphere in the right 
setting but would be incongruous in relation to modern architec- 
tural treatments which call for recessed or concealed projection 
lighting. 

Although churches and synagogues being erected today are break- 
ing away from the past both in architecture and decoration, many 
religious groups still prefer furnishings symbolizing their particular 
belief. We have attempted on these pages to point out some of the 
trade sources which offer furniture, lighting fixtures, wallpaper, 
fabrics, carved and stained glass windows designed especially for 


ecclesiastical settings.

CARVED GLASS 








The use of carved glass for church or syna- 
gogue windows is indicative of a growing trend 
for visual simplification in ecclesiastical archi- 
tecture and decoration. Windows of carved glass 
not only take full advantage of natural attributes 
of light, space and a feeling of expansion but 
they also permit the use of religious figures and 
symbols without overwhelming enrichment of 
detail. An outstanding example of this is the 
series of windows just completed by Harriton 
Carved Glass for the chapel of Margaret Mary 
Hospital in Batesville, Indiana, details of which 
are shown on the opposite page. Designed by 
Anthony D’Attilio of the Harriton firm, the win- 
dows consist of separate panels for the fourteen 
Stations of the Cross, the panels measuring 
5114” in height and approximately 18” across. 
Each tableau is carved by sandblasting into quar- 
ter-inch thick clear plate glass to a depth that 
insures a dimensional clarity of design with the 
simple expedient of light-and-shadow contrast, 
totally eliminating any use of color. The design 
is executed on the facing of the glass (the pol- 
ished converse is left untouched) in three tex- 
tures: frosted, semi-frosted and mottled. Relief 
and contrast are given to the concise line of the 
figures by a mottled background, and the over- 
all effect is one of soft, opaque luminosity. This 
effect is a definite asset for the purpose the pan- 
els serve since natural light illuminates the 
chapel during the daylight hours while the opac- 
ity provides privacy. At night, artificial lighting 
from inside the chapel picks up the design 
quality of the carved surface of the glass. 

The use of carved glass is, of course, not con- 
fined to that of ecclesiastical windows. Other 
recent installations by Harriton include panels 
for trains, the Tennessee State Court House and 
numerous hotels, the latest being a set of carved 
glass door panels for the Fontainebleau in 
Miami Beach. Recent installations by Lewin 
Carved Arts Company, another New York firm 
specializing in carved glass, can be seen at the 
Temple Beth Miriam in Elberon, N. J. and the

The Arts of India 


The Museum of Modern Art in New York is cur- 
rently staging one of its most colorful exhibitions—a 
brilliant array of Textiles and Ornamental Arts of India. 
Alexander Girard has designed the exhibition to resem- 
ble an imaginary bazaar. Fabrics are draped from twelve 
gold columns over a long pool of water which reflects 
the splendor of glittering gold and silver brocades, silks, 
embroideries, temple hangings and a selection of Indian 
textiles dating from as early as the 7th century to the 
present time. Wax manikins are used to display exotic 
saris and jeweled ornaments. Other rooms display exam- 
ples of rare jewelry, 16th and 17th century enamels, 
rugs and various folk crafts. The most unusual object 
shown is undoubtedly a 19th century wood sculpture of 
a tiger devouring an Englishman. The sculpture was 
equipped at one time to emit the sound of the tiger’s 
roar and the Englishman’s groan. Interior designers will 
find the exhibition of textiles especially interesting, for 
many of the contemporary designs are currently avail- 
able in this country.

in red silk antique satin, and an upholstered spoon chair 
with black frame, covered in modern gold damask. 


The walls of the dining room are painted a deep 


chamois yellow, matching those of the living room and 
foyer, which, with the gold rug, confers light and an air 
of spaciousness upon the room. The overcurtains here 
are flame silk taffeta with gold metallic design, and 
undercurtains are white cotton taffeta in café style with 
gold and white fringe trim. All the furniture in this 
room, except the brass bar-cart at the window wall, was 
specially designed, and includes the round extension 
dining table with brass legs, chairs with fruitwood 





frames, the seats covered in terra cotta antique satin, 





and modern square brass spindles in the backs, and 
server of fruitwood with brass frame and black marble 
top. The notable quality of design interest throughout 
this delightful little house is evidenced in the dining 
room in the specially designed pair of doors—one to the 
den and the other to the kitchen—hinged in the center 
to act as screens when open. These doors are lacquered 
white with flame color moldings, matching the curtains, 
outlining the panels. The important brass note in the 
room is reiterated in brass knobs on the doors and in 
the chandelier from Italy, and glass accessories accen- 
tuate the pleasing gleaming note in the room. 

The den is of decorative interest entirely different 
from the rest of the house, derived mainly from the walls 
sheathed in mahogany, and aquamarine-and-white rug 
complementing the ceiling tinted light blue and the win- 
dow blinds of handwoven reed and chenille, in brown, 
black, tan and copper. Recessed at either end of the room 
is a built-in unit with cane-paneled doors, one unit with 
drop shelf for a bar, the space inside lined with white 
formica and fitted with shelves above for glasses and 
cabinets below for bottle storage; the unit opposite for 
tv, the interior painted French blue. Near the bar unit 
is a grouping of chairs and table for gaming, the legs 
fitted with copper sabots; the table, in deep blue lacquer 
finish, has a cane top, and the chairs, with cane seats and 
backs, have a special blue lacquer finish. Over the table 
is an adjustable hanging light with pierced brass shade, 
as beautiful as it is efficient. Against one of the longer 
walls is a specially designed sofa in blue linen, the fruit- 
wood-finish base extended at one end to form a table 
with white glass top for a tall lamp with blue glazed 
ceramic base and white shade; the sofa pillows, in 
matching blue linen, are suspended on copper chains 
from the wall to form a back for the sofa, and throw

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CONTEMPORARY, continued from page 98 
ing a tall lamp with brown and white ceramic base. 

In the master bedroom the ceiling is painted pale pink 
and walls are off-white for contrast, a pearl-gray carpet 
supplying a perfect harmonizing bond for a lovely color 
scheme. Austrian shades, of watermelon-pink antique 
taffeta, trimmed in crystal and sillk fringe, contribute a 
single desirable note of elegance, heightened by under- 
curtains of frosty pink silk gauze. The specially designed 
bed here dominates the setting with an oversize head- 
board, covered in pink, gray and white textured fabric, 
finished with a multiple welt border of gray sik; the 
bedspread, of the same silk fabric as the headboard, is 
pink, gray and white, and a dust ruffle matches the 
welting of the headboard. Throw pillows in alternating 
red, gray and white antique taffetas add zip to the quiet 
ensemble. An antique bombé commode is placed near 
the bed to hold a crystal lamp and white telephone. 
Elsewhere in the room is a chaise longue, an Italian 
antique in two pieces; refinished in off-white and silver 
and covered in red modern damask, it is a handsome 
item indeed, as attractive today as when it was first made. 

Another bedroom, designed for the son, has walls 
paneled in knotty pine, washed down with a thin solu- 
tion of terra cotta paint, contrasted with a white ceiling, 
to match the trim and the painted interiors of the closets. 
The rug here is black and white cotton, complementing 
printed linen sill-length curtains bearing a design de- 
veloped in black, white, terra cotta and metallic gold, 
over Calypso blinds of handwoven reeds and white 
bouclé yarn. The bedspreads for a pair of beds are 
of textured linen, in a black and terra cotta mixture, on 
which have been set black and white linen throw pillows. 
A large ottoman built to the floor is covered with black 
linen and serves as an extra seat. One end of the room 
accommodates a low cabinet with drawers, open shelves 
and black formica top, of dado height, for books and 
clothes: above this cabinet is a superstructure of adjust- 
able shelves mounted on satin-brass strips. The desk 
chair is of wrought iron with woven reed back. Lighting 
for the room is supplied by a white wall fixture and a 
modern desk lamp. 

For the most satisfactory of commissions there is 
frequently upon completion at least one unpleasant 
aspect—perhaps a lack of coordination in design be- 
tween the interior and the exterior—and this situation 
applies as aptly to the small house as it does to the 
large one. But in the case of the house illustrated there 
is evident nothing but satisfaction from every aspect of 
design.

sides of the room, over long specially designed sofas, and 
as a backdrop for the stage at the front, enables the mer- 
chandise of the firm—when displayed on live manne- 
quins—to be seen from all sides at once. 

The ten salesrooms, altogether similar in furnishings 
throughout, have been developed in two different color 
schemes: five rooms with beige walls, and five alternating 
rooms with walls painted aquamarine, the entire series 
with gray textured carpet and ceiling painted American 
Beauty rose for contrast. The furniture throughout is 
finished in pickled oak, and consists of a table-desk and 
accompanying chair upholstered in American Beauty 
rose textured fabric, a tall chest of drawers and pair of 
armchairs which, in rooms with beige or aquamarine 
walls respectively, have leather upholstery to match. A 
seasonal stock of the firm’s newest merchandise is kept 
in a closet for display in each room, and this closet has 
been made a decorative feature with lapis lazuli wall- 
paper, sliding glass doors, and clear plastic rods and 
hangers. The light from wide windows with Venetian 
blinds is supplemented by a panel of down light in the 
ceiling, making a lamp on the desk unnecessary. 

The office of the president is a notable instance illus- 
trating the influence of interior design upon business. 
The walls and ceiling here have been painted a soft 
gray to complement the gray carpet, and in order to

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confer additional interest upon the background, the 


corners of the walls have been covered with natural 
grasscloth. Soft gray occurs again in the background 
of the quilted chintz bearing a pattern of green and red 
ivy leaves used for curtains and for upholstery on a sofa. 
A pair of tables and antique lamps flank the sofa, supple- 
mented by a butler’s table and a pair of Chippendale 
armchairs in green leather. Opposite the mahogany 
executive desk are a wing chair upholstered in a gray 
quilted fabric and an occasional chair in red leather. 

It will be observed that specific requirements in the 
decorating of this executive office have resulted in an 
individual decorative treatment that will never be found in 
an office of little distinction. This aspect of the problem 
resolved itself into a plan of procedure indentical with one 
that might be used in decorating a living room for a client 
—and with results just as satisfactory and as praiseworthy 
as such assured handling of the problem would be bound 
to produce. The office may be considered doubly successful 
for this reason. 

The ability to meet situations quickly and resource- 
fully is one of the interior designer’s greatest assets, 
particularly in designing executive offices.

Interior designers and their clients soon will be dis- 
cussing the 500 or more pieces of choice 17th and 18th- 
century furnishings—ranging from silver spoons to a 
large china cupboard—which are now being unpacked 
and catalogued to augment the collection of period an- 
tiques in the historic buildings of Williamsburg, the 
restored colonial capital of Virginia. Bought last summer 
by Curator John Graham during an extensive tour of 
England, the collection was held up by the long London 
dock strike. However, many of the rarer pieces were 
placed on exhibition in Williamsburg in time for the 
annual Antiques Forum, which began on January 24th. 

A large portion of the collection is in 18th-century 
silver to be put on exhibition in the Golden Ball Shop, a 
colonial silversmith’s shop which will open to the public 
this year. This new shop will give Williamsburg a total 
of twelve handcrafts of the 18th century, re-established in 
period shops with master craftsmen using the methods 


and tools of two hundred years ago. 

Some of the outstanding pieces include a George III 
tea kettle, stand and lamp, circa 1757, made by William 
Shaw of London; a wine cup, circa 1641; a two-handled 
cup with cover, circa 1738, bearing the arms of Which- 
cote, Baronets of Aswarby, made by one of the period’s 
finest craftsmen, Peter Archambo, from whom many of

The rarest pieces of furniture are a pair of carved 
silvered gesso candlestands with japanned tops of the 
Charles II period. Candlestands were first used in Eng- 
land during this period and were part of a bedroom 
suite, being used on either side of a dressing table with 
a mirror hanging above. Japanned candlestands are very 
rare today because the delicate work usually succumbed 
to the ravages of time. These candlestands have a his- 
tory of being part of the furnishings of Ham House, 
which was recently opened to the public in England.

wool, cotton, carpet rayon, nylon or combinations that 
produce interesting variations in color or texture. The 
pile consists of tufts of yarn that make the face of the 
carpet. Tufts may be looped, cut or sculptured. The 
pile should be springy to reduce matting when walked 
on. The ply is the number of strands of single yarn 
twisted together to form one yarn end. Ply may be two, 
three or four . . tighter twist, greater ply, make for 
better wear. Tufted carpeting means that surface yarns 
are stitched to a woven back; a recent development in 
carpet construction, tufting has made possible greater 
variety in color and pattern at modest cost, thanks to 
the sturdy jute backing which grips the surface yarns to 
hold them firmly and lies flat and firmly on the floor. 
Tuft count, like thread count, is the number of tufts per 
square inch, and the higher count—as for fabrics— 
better the wear. Woven carpeting means the back and 
the face are woven simultaneously on a carpet loom. 
Woven carpeting today is produced by the same method 
used for centuries—but what was formerly a handcraft 
is now a mechanical operation, done faster and with 
more efficiency, on power looms. Weaving produces a 
firm, dense carpeting of great luxury and durable qual- 
ity.
